To make arrangements for the handling of s/s cables by this 
Agency to insvire availability to the Director, 0/HE, and o/ci. 

DISCUSSION 

!• The President made a request on the Agency to provide a Daily 
Summary of the most iurportant cable traffic, both operational and Intel- 25X1 
llgence . 



2 * To Implement this, CIA established with the State Department a 
liaison between the Secretary’s Secretariat (s/s) and the Current Intel- 
ligence Group of O/rE for the purpose of receiving State operational 
and Tiltra-sensitive cables under the sole control of s/s« Through this 
direct contact, cables were transmitted to CIA; their routing and publi- 
cation by CIA were made contingent upon agreements reached on a day-by- 
day basis between the two points of contact. Thus, some of these 
sensitive cables were given an extremely close handling, others were 
routed to desk analysts, and others were made available for the CIA 
:Daily Smmnary. 

3. Efforts were made, without resultx, to secure comparable 
sensitive operational cable traffic from the military for exactly the 
same purposes (this problem is currently being worked on by General 
Smith with the JCS). 

4. At the time of the CIA reorganization R. J. Smith was transferred 
to o/re and he continued to be the point of receipt for the cable traffic, 
which by agreement with State (s/s) was then made available to all of O/ne. 
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5* The decision has been made to change the character of the 
Daily Stimmary. It is intended to be an Intelligence Daily Summary tram 
all sources rather than a summary of most important cable traffic. 


6, It is not intended to include in the new Intelligence Daily 
Summary any of the cables which, by mutual agreement of the two points 
of contact, are too sensitive for publication. Therefore, in terms of 
the State Department's concern there is no intention on the part of CIA 
to include more than has been included from materials made available by 

s/s. 


7. Making the cables available to O/CI can be met either by (a) 
change in the routing of the two copies already being received so that 
O/CI is included or (b) existing arrangements for the use of o/he and 
the Director can be maintained with a third copy available for o/ci use. 
In either case there must be a single point of receipt and responsibility 
to the State Department for the handling of both or all three copies. 

8. The issues: 

a. Is the State Department willing to allow o/ci in the 
preparation of its new Intelligence Daily S\immary to utilize the 
s/s materials as background or for publication as is currently the 
case. (This is essentially a matter of meeting the "need-to-know" 
argument.) 

b. Is the State Department willing i*o continue ma kin g telegrams 
available for the Daily Stnnmary unless CIA receives military 
operational cables of a comparable sort. 
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c* Would the dissemination list presently envisaged he 
considered too extensive hy State and can satisfactory procedures 
he established for periodic inspection of this list. 
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PROPOSED AGREEI.IEIfT UITH STATE ON CABIiE TRAEFIC 


1. State tindertakes to send CIA. by direct channel, 
ultra sensitive cables, the handling and publication of 
uhich ■trill be made contingent on day by day agreement 
bett-reen designated representatives of State and CIA. 

The CIA trill apply the same security measures in handling 
these cables trithin CIA as are applicable in State. 

2. CIA trill consult trith State regarding "what 
external dissemination trill be given to this publication. 
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
